MOSCOW — President Boris 
Yeltsin announced Thursday that he had 
agreed to undergo bean surgery’ later this 
month, sayiira that recem lesLs had con- 
firmed he suffers from heart disease. 

Mr. Yeltsin’s acknowledgment, in a 
television interview, marked a sharp 
turnabout from months of Kremlin deceit 
and secn^' about his health. A^ Mr. 
Yeltsin disappeared from public view in 
late June, his subordmates said he had a 
cold, sore throar and laiyiigitis. and 
denied that he needed heart surgeiv. 

Looking extremely tired. Mr. Veltsin 
was shown in a V-necked sweater, 
speaking laboriously from an armchair 
at a hunting lodge north of Moscow, 
where he has been vacationing. Mr. 
Yeltsin, re-elected to a second four-year 
term in July, made a point of saying'ihat 
be wanted to shed light on his health 
problems, which have been a topic of 
intense speculation. 

“I want a society of truth.” he said. 
“That is, not to keep secret what was 
secret inthepasL” 

He added, ' ‘We did some tests, and in 
foe course of these tests, heart disea.se 
was discovered.” He said that “foe 
recommendation of foe doctors, our 
doctors” was either an operation or be 
consigned to “passive work." 

Mr. Yeltsin, motioning with lus hand, 
insisted that “passive work never 
woiked for me. ^ now it won’t work 
for me.” He said he had decided “an 
operation is better” and could lead to 
complete recovery. He said he would 
not go abroad but undergo suiger>' at a 
cardiolo^cal center in Moscow. He did 
not specify the precise nature of the 
surgeiy or who would conduct it. 

A struggle for power in his absence 
has already begun to intensify among 
leading Russian politicians. 

Mr. Yeltsin suffers from coronary 
aitery disease, foe most common heart 
ailment and foe most commem cause of 
death in both the United Stases- and 
Russia. On July 1 1, '1995.*Mr. Yeltiin 
was admitted to Moscow’s Central 
Ginical Hospital wifo chest pains $pe- 


ciflcally attributed to heart problems. 

Then, official pronouncements de- 
scribed “ischemia” and “angina.” 
both terms describing the results and 
symptoms of heart disease. Ischemia 
means a deflcienc)' of blood flow; 
angina refers to the pain that urise.* from 
insufficient blood flow lo the hean 
muscle. Mr. YelLsin apparently suffers 
from a blockage or narrowing of foe 
ctMonary arteries, which carrv blood lo 
foe hean mu.scle. 

Mr. Yeltsin suffered a second, more 
serious bout of heart iroublu Oct. Z6, 
] 995, and may have had another imic this 
past June, Just days before the second 
round of foe p^ideniial election. 

Moreover, it is possible that he also 
.suffers from damaged heart valve.s. In 
hi.s autobiography. Nlr. Yeltsin de- 
scribes a childhood disease that bears a 
resemblance to rheumatic fever .A 
minority of people who have hud that 
illness later develop disea.se in the 
heart’s valves, which .sometimes re- 
quires surgery to replace the valves. .An 
operation combining foe valves and by- 
pass .surgery could be more risky for Nlr. 
Yeltsin. 

Mr. Yeltsin’s operation may raise 
new questions about presidential suc- 
cession, which is not clearly defined in 
the 1993 Rii.s.s{an Coasiituiion. Under 
foe law. foe powers of foe president 
“shall be terminated” if he quits, is 
impeached or shows “sustained maty 
ility* due to health to discharge hi.s 
powers.” The law says foal foe prime 
minister.succeeds foe president and elec- 
tions must be called within three months. 
If foe president is unable to perfomi his 
duties, they can be “temporarily per- 
formed” by the prime minister. 

Sergei ^hin, a legal expert, said. 
“The 1993 constitution says only what 
will be done, not how it will be done.” 
He noted that no precedents exist on 
what to do if Mr. Yeltsin's surgery is not 
successful. “The law doesn’t say how a 
prime minister becomes presidenL”

Shake-Up in Dole’s Camp 

As Candidate Iraib ia BdDs, T\vq Top Advisa:^ 
Leave Campaign in Disagreement on Hiaiarchy

DAYTON, Ohio — A staff shake-up 
on Thursday hit the top echelon of Bob 
Dole's struggling campaign against 
President Bill Ginton. just two months 
before the election. 

Two veteran media advisers to Mr. 
Dole, Don Sipple and Mike Murphy, 
have resigned ftom the campaign, a Dole 
spokesman said during a campaign stop 
in Dayton by the Republican candidate. 

The two advisers left foe campaign 
rather than subject themselves to greater 
supervision by Mr. Dole’s campaign 
manager. Scott Reed, according to Nel- 
son Warfield, Mr. Dole's spokesman. 

Republicans who spoke on the con- 
dition of anonymity said the two did not 
want to see their role diluted as the Dole 
campaign Inought in additional con- 
sultants. Mr. Sijqjle and Mr. Murphy 
have had differences with ]^. Re^ and 
the campaign’s communications direc- 
tor. John Buckley, over strategy. 


Tlie .shake-up came as Mr. Dole con- 
tinued to trail Mr. Clinton in national 
polls by double-digit margin.s. Some 
Dole advisers had complained privately 
that the campaign's ads were 
lackluster. 

However. Mr. Warfield said foe 
re.signanon.s resulted from “more of an 
organizational decision” than anything 
else. 

“A stnuegic decision was made.” he 
said, to bring the advertising group more 
directly into foe “overall campaign 
stnicture*' under Mr. Reed. 

Mr. Warfield tried to put the best face 
on the shake-up, describing it as a 
“mo\'e forward in foe creative pro- 
cess.” But he seemed at a loss lo explain 
the departures fully, saying it would be 
“chasing shadow's” to .single out any 
one reason.

From Kabuki to Calliff-aphy / Critic of Modemizcrtion's Ibii on nodifien 

A Defender, Made in America, of Japanese Arts

K AMEOKA, Jiu»n — It seems per- 
fectly natural that a great defender of 
Japanese ti^tional arts should live in 
a goigeous 400-year-old wooden 
house beie in a small town near Kyoto, fee 
ancient Japanese capitaL 

What does not seem so natural is that he is an 
American, a genial 44-year-old devotee of ha- 
buki and calligraphy, wto has emeiged in Japan 
as a sharp-toneu^ spokesman for its enidr- 
omnent and tramdons. 

Through nu^azine columns, speeches and a 
booiu all in Japanese. Alex Kerr malms the case 
feat J^>an's modernization has been so rapid and 
thoughtless feat it has come ^ the price of some 
of fee most valuable features of fee nadonal 
heritage. 

*Tt's nearly too late.” Mr. Keir said, leaning 
on an antique Chinese t^le as the chirp of 
cicad^ filtoed ferou^ the open srindows of his 
home, which was shuttered and abandoned as 
old-fashioned until be moved in. 

”It's gone so far that in order for there to be a 
flowering not on ly in fee arts but in ofeer spheres 
as well, something absolutdy revolutionary has 
to take place.”

But there is no 
denying feat the spare beau^ of Japanese flower 
decoration or prints or porcelain is a worid apart 
from the tangles of concrete, neon signs and 
electric wires that constitute many new uihan 
Tteighboihoods in Japan. 

W HILE much of Japanese daily life 
— even food and wim^g paper 
— is subtle and beautinil, new sub- 
urbs seem to be in^ired less by fee 
stark esthetic appeal of traditional Asian ar- 
chitecture than by fee Moscow buildup code. 

In 1993, Mr. Kerr wrote a book in Japanese 
lamenting the abandonment of tiie country's 
traditions. 

It struck a chord in J^^. becoming the first 
book by a f<ueigner to win an annual Japanese 
prize to the b^t wotk of nonfiction, and it 
established him as a cultural critic. The brok was 
published in English this summer as "Lost Ja- 
pan,” by Lonely Planet, an Australian pub- 


lishing house. Mr. Kerr is scafeing, in fee bodt 
and in conversation, about many aspects of fee 
arts, SQcie^ and government in Japan, but 
nobody accuses him of being a J^)an-basher. 

ftesumably tiiat was because his book and his 
life are infused wife love for Japan and its 
trafetional arts. 

” An American vfeo got absorbed in old Jqwn 
to su^ a degree would noimally be lumped as a 
weird AmericaiL” a reviewer in die Mainichi 
newspaper wrote about Afr.Keir. “Buthisplain 
and simple writing s^le nuires me think that 
peili^ it is the modem Japanese who are 
weird! 

"Maybe we are weirdos who are bigoted so 
that we prefer only what is new and Western." 

Tadao Andoh, Japan’s most celebrated ar- 
chitect, said he had Mr. Kerr's book and 
seen his callignqfey. 

"What iotpresses roe about his works is feat 
he has a mission to absorb fee things that 
anese have forgotten in tbe last two decades arc 
tben to transmit th^ to future generations.” Mr. 
Andoh said. 

Not everyone is so fiioxUy, thoi^. Otre 
reviewer complained feat Mr. Kot displays "a 
rash inmulse to swiftly alter tins counuy's at- 
titudes.'^ 

A fter studying Japanese and Chinese 
at 'ITaie and Oxford, Mir. Kerr settled in 
Japw and became engrossed by ka- 
bi^ calligr^fey, serous and antiques. 
He became acquainted wife leading artists and 
kabuki actors a^ became an antiques dealer and 
calligrapber, exhibiting and selfeig his brush 
painting of ideograms around Js^ian. 

"Calligrapby is roe of the saddest of the 
J^ranese arts because they failed to modrouze 
it,” Mr. Kerr said, emifeasizing his central 
theme tiiat the aits should be embraced but also 
brought into die modem era. 

Tm reason calligr^hy has fallen out of fash- 
ion, as he sees it, is tim it is taught in a way that 
robs it of ^maneity and spint, so that it be- 
comes stem, formulaic and boring. For example, 
Japanese students are oto tai^ht to write cal- 
ligraphy in black ink while sitting in an un- 
comfortable position known as seiza. 

Some of the great calligpapbers of die past tD(& 
a difierenc tacl^ often whiroing off works vfeile 
drinking oi drunk. So Mx. Kesr makes a party 
calligr^y, often uncor^g a bottle of wine as 
be and his friends mix inks, then writing standing 
upinhiskiteb^ using colored inks and a dash of 
gold to make tbe effea more lively.

Mr. Kerr says his most unp o ita nt challenge is 
to modernize another house he owns, a thatdbed 
croage in a small village on fee island of 
Shik&u, and |sove tiiat such a home also has a 
place in fee modem age. 

He bought tiiat cottage in 1973 — or, more 
accurately, he bought ^ land the cottage was 
on.

Thatch roofs are almost never rqdaced in 
Iq»n these days and Mr. Kerr used tiie last 
featrJi field in tiie lya Valley to r^lace the roof 
of feat house. 

It is now beautiful — feou^ still lacking such 
amenities as indoor plumb^ — and it has often 
been {feotograpbed to natic^ magannes. 

"As a Jqianese, I titenk him very much to his 
efforts to preserve the v^ old house in 
Shikoku,” said Masako Sbhasu, a {Hominent 
Japanese essayist on tte aits. 

"Few Jjqmiese could have droe such

Space Telescope May Have Found ^Building Blocks’ of Galaxies

NEW YORK — Focusing to 34 
hours on a single patch of sky. tiw Hubble 
Space Telesct^ has taken pictures of 
clumps of deuK star clusters 11 biUiro 
light-years away. 85 percent of the way 
back to the beginning of time. 

Astronoroas tiuj^ tiiese distant 
clusters am the “building blocks” of 
galaxies and a first glimpse into die mys- 
tery of how galaxies formed early in tbe 
univetae. 

For a Irog time, astronomers have 
observed stars in formation, because it is 
a process crotinuing through time. But 
ili^ have never dimdy seen galaxies 
form, because this occurred very eaiiy in 
time and pefeaps only for one epoctu 

The new obs^ations seem to support 
a leading dieory that galaxies grew 1^ 
startitig out as clumps of stats. These 
clumps merged and collided, consolid- 
ating into tbe large gal^rdc structures 
seen today. But astronomets said di^ 
could not tell if this example of ^lactic 
formation was typical, or only one way of 
forming such coUections of stars. 

A team of astremofners from Arizona 
State liniveisiiy in Tempe and the Uni- 
versity of AlaWia ai Tuscaloosa an- 
nounce Wednesday the detection of 18 
of these faint blobs of stats coocentrated 
in an area about two milliro light-years 
across. The observations were deribed 
at a National Aerotoutics and Space Ad- 
ministration news conference in Wash- 


ington and axe being reported in more 
in fee Thursday issue (rf* fee journal 
Nature. 

“It's tbe first time anyone has seen 
that many star-fonning objects in such a 
small space,” said Rogier 'Wuufeorst, 
an Arizona State astronomy professor 
and member of fee discovery team.

bangalore. India India's 4.000 daily 
newspapers are printed in neuly lOO languages 
and dialects, but one voice is largely absent in the 
press of the world's largest democracy: that of 
the lower castes, which account for more than 70 
percent of the country's 934 million people. 

Not one daily newspaper chooses to spe^ on 
their behalf. None of die nadon's promioeni 
columnists come from the lower castes, and few 
daily newspaper rerorters do. 

Before "pundit^ came to mean a poUdcal 
commentator, it was die Sanskrit word for a 
learned Brahman, and to^y those educated 
membeis of the ujmr castes predominate on the 
staffs of major Indian newspapers. 

India's lower castes do not have a txadidon of 
publishing alternative papers that advocate their 


interests. But with the rising political assert- 
iveness of the lower castes, a l^d&l of specialty 
publications has begun to appear. 

The best known is Dalit Voice, a journal of 
opinion published since 1981 In Bandore, die 
capital of tbe southern state of the same name. 
Every two weeks, the editor-publis^, V.T. 
^jsbekar, puts out a 24-page magaziiie whose 
tonghiy worded articles attack upper-caste dom- 
inance and exhort virtually the rest of India's 
population to unite to take control. 

India's 19S0 coastitutk»i banned discrinu- 
nadon based on caste, but biases diat go beck at 
least 3,000 years have not disappeared. Despite 
his 25 years in daily journalism, Mr. RajshekiV is 
held in contempt by many mainstream journ- 
alists.

TOKYO — The colt la^r accused 
of ordering a poison gas attack looked 
on indifferently Thur^y as a subway 
worker testified how he watched a col- 
league die cleaning a train after the 
attack. 

Shoko Asahara. the Aum Shinrikyo 
leader worshiped by thousands as a 
guide (o enlightenment, appeared calm 
as he sal handcuffed in a Tokyo 
courtroom between four policemen. 

He Is accused of masterminding the 
March 20. 1995. sarin nerve gas attack 
on rush-hour subway trains that killed 
12 people and sickened thousands. 

Mr. Asahara showed no emotion as 
the subway worker, Toshiaki Toyoda. 
told the Tokyo district court of the 
frantic morning when two of his co- 
workers were gassed to death at central 
Tokyo's Kasumisaseki subway station, 
the main target of the attack. 

"I smelled a foul odor of a kind I had 
never experienced in my life." he said. 

Mr. Toyoda told how he and two co- 
workers. Kazumasa Takahashi and 
Tsuneo Hishinuma, who bodi later died, 
struggled to clean up tbe source of the 
smell — liquid dripping from a plastic 
bag found in one of tlte subway cars. 
None of the three were wearing pro- 
tective gear. 

"Mr. Takahashi lay there with his 
eyes open," Mr. Toyoda said "but 
gave no response when I called him." 

Mr. Toyoda wrapped the sarin-tilled 
plastic bags in newspapers and tb^ 
passed oul He said be later spent six 
weeks in a hospital in serious cc^tion. 

The sarin, developed by thh Germans 
in World War IL was releas^ just after 


8 A.M., when five subway lines con- 
verged on the Kasumigas^ station in 
wh^ the three men worked. 

Mr. Asahara's trial on murder and 
other charges resumed lliursday after a 
two-month summer recess. 

Prosecutors believe that Mr. Asahara. 
who preached a coming Armageddon 
that only his ^thftij would survive, 
used the attacks to try to confuse the 
police, who were growing suspicious of 
the cull's activities. 

Since his trial began in late April. Mr. 
Asahara, 41 , has refused to enter a plea 
on oeaily 20 chafes, including a dozen 
other murders as well as ki(te^ 9 ings 
and iUegri drug produetioo. If convicted 
of plotting the subway attack, he could 
be hanged. 

With the court sessions moving at 
slow pace, public interest has waned. In 
conirasi with the tinst trial date in April, 
when about 1 2,000 people lined up for 30 
or so gallery seats, there woe enqjQr 
spectatm* seats in court 'Ibursday. 

Interesi is expected to pick up later this 
month, however, with a ctHifttHitation 
between Mr. Asriiara, whose real name 
is Cbizuo Matsumoto, and his disciples.

But Mr. Lebed, unlike other Krem- 
lin aides who have unsuccessfully 
wrestled with the crisis, recognized 
that peace was more unportant than 
pride.

A Lower Medical Bill 


Three years ago. when medcal costs 
were soaring in America and a new 
president was flailing lAout fora solu- 
tion. a prediction ttot the rate of in- 
crease in healA-care costs could be cut 
to well below 10 percent annually 
would have been greeted wiA miitks. 
But this week came further confirm- 
ation of radical change. 

A survey of 4.00Q physicians found 
Aai their incomes were falling. That 
reversal arises largely from Ae ex- 
plosive growA of managed-care plans, 
which luve squeezed out layers of ex- 
cessive spendmg. 

Meanwhile, insurance premiums in 
many regions are level or falling — an 
unimaginable prospect when President 
Bill Clinton locked SOO “experts" in a 
room and told Aem to dream up a new 
healA-care system. 

The survey showed that Ae average 
income of physicians fell by 4 perceoc 
in 1994, wiA specialists takuig an even 
bigger hit of around 5 percent Even so, 
doctors still average nearly $200,000 a 
year. Predictably. Ae head of Ae 
American M^cal A.ssociation 
wondered wReAer the new trend fue- 
saged lower-quality care. But Amer- 


ican healA care is riddled wiA risky 
and needless tests, operations and oth- 
er proc^ures. 

Medical sdiools will soon be de- 
voting a majoity of their slots to train- 
ing general practitioners, laAer tiian 
s^eons and other specialists. Spe- 
cialists are finding innovative, if some- 
times frivolous, ways to earn la^ 
salaries. Many are turning to elective 
cosmetic services that pa&nts choose 
to buy wiAoui help, and there f ore med- 
dling, iiom insurers. Cosmetic proced- 
ures — like liposucticHi to remove fatty 
tissue, ha^transplaius and face lifts — 
doubled from 19^ to 1994. 

Cc^ containment could cmn up an 
important policy option. When Coo- 
gr^ decides to catch up wiA oAer 
industrialized countries ^ cover the 
uninsured, it will find the task less 
rfaonfing jjf costs are no longer spiral- 
ing upward as they were when Mr. 
C&ton proposed universal coverage. 
Cost coitainment makes It possible to 
extend, even if gradusdly, coverage to 
the uninsured, starting wiA the group 
that is most importimt to piot^ and 
least expensive to insure — ciiildren.

race as it was relayed by die world's latest 
technological miracle, the wireless. Ever>' 
minute, as the reports came in, models moved 
to show the position of the yachts. 

Just over a year later, on the morning of 
April 13, 1904, ftom the bridge of his privately 
ebartoed ship, Mr. James saw Ae Japonere 
main fleet racing to anack a wiAdrawing 
Russian force beaded by five battleships. They 
were seeking shelter under Ae fortress bat- 
teries ofPon Arthur. Czar NicfaolasII's warm- 
waier port oo the coast of Manchuria. 

At 9:43 Aid. there was a violent explosion 
aboard the Russian battleship Petropavlovsk. 
carrying Vice Admiral S. Cteipovitch 
Maikov, commander in chief of Ae Ru.<u:ian 
Pacific ^uadron. The ship had struck a 
Japanese mine and quickly heeled over. It 
sa^ bow first, propellers revolving in the air, 
taking Admiral Marakov and 635 officers 
and men wiA iL 

The war between Jiqian and Ru.<:sia was in 
its third mcmA. While other correspondents 
ftetted and fumed far ftom the front. Mr. 
James tapped out a dispatch for his wireless 
transmitter. This was incked up by his own 
receiving station on China's Shantung Pen- 
insula and immediately cabled to London. 

Mr. James had not scooped the resi of 
the world press but had blazed a technological 
trail that oAers took decades to follow. 

“We were 10 miles off Pott Arthur when 
the action opened, and the links were complete 
to Ae Times office in fating House ^uare 
on the opposite side of the globe,” he wrote. 
“This. I presume, in Ae history of journalism, 
was the mst time Aat a message h^ been sent 
direct ftom the field of war activity within one 
minute of the action opening.” 

Alerted to be ready to go to the Far East if 
the war between Japan and Russia broke out. 
Mr. James determiired to put tire wireless to 
long-distance use. He laid plans to set up ship 
aikd shore wireless stations off and on the 
China coasL Then he persuaded The Tunes 
not only tiiat the scheme would work but, 
more remarkably, to put up the money. 

Mr. James hir^ tte Haimun, a 1.200-ton 
steamship, in Hong Kong at a cost of £3.000 a 
month, a very large sum in those days. It 
carried six European officers, a crew of about 
40 Chinpze and four Malay quaneimasters. 

In addition to the crew and two wireless 


operators (o work his transminer. Mr. James 
also had a Japanese nav^ officer on board 
who acted as censor. 

Il was Ae British joumalisi's willingness to 
subject himself to Japanese censorship and 
also to provide infonnation to the Japanese 
side Aai caused hds visionary' experiment to 
come unstuck. 

The Haimun sailed from Nagasaki oo 
March 8. 1904. Outside Port ,^rlhur. Mr. 
James mw a squadron of Russian battlc^ps. 
He '‘wirelessed” a description to The Times, 
noting that several of the ships appeared to be 
imseaworAy. This w'os vital intelligence chat 
he also passed on to Ae Japanese fleet. 

For days Ae Haimun waited for someAing 
else 10 turn up. It eventually did — in Ae 
shape of the Russian heavy LTuiser Bayan. Mr. 
James sent a flash mes^e to The Times: 
“Urgent, we are about to be boarded by 
Russians.” 

Mr. James quickly disgui.sed his Japanese 
agent as a Malay quarieimasier and .sent him 
to the bridge, where he wa.s ostensibly in 
charge of Ae ship’s wheel. 

In their inspeciion. Ae Russians failed to 
notice that Aere was a Japanese on board. 
They left in a hum* when Mr. James told them 
that he had seen four Japanese cruisers 
nearby. The story wa.s untrue, but the sub- 
terfuge worked — alAough not for long. 

Shortly after Ae sin^g of the I^tro- 
pavlovsk. Mr. James received a mes.sage from 
The Times warning him Aat Ae Russians had 
issued orders that he be treated as a spy and his 
equipment seized. 


The Times became increasingly As- 
ichanted wiA Ae venture. The Japanese 


enchanted wiA Ae venture. The Japimse 
also tired of Ae appearance of the Haimun 
in the wake of Ae fleet. For weeks it was 
held up while Mr. James tried unsuccessfully 
to have the restrictions on its movements 
lift^. 

Banned ftom approaching anywhere near 
Ae scene of action around Port ArAur, he 
headed for Japan and canceled die Haimun's 
charter. His day.s a.s a war come.spondeni 
were over. 

Almost 90 years later. CNN's coverage of 
Ae cruise missile bombardment of Baghdad 
m the Gulf War went much (urAer Aan Mr. 
James's. Its coverage was mstanianeous. but 
wiA sound and color pictures. 

But Mr. James sent his dispatches at the 
beginnmg, not Ae end of the century, only 
eight years after Marconi m 1896 astonished 
the world by sending a wireless signal over a 
distance of 6.4 kilometers on Salisbury plain 
in England.

PARIS — The missile raids on ^ 
involved militaiy and political choices 
that say much about how Washingnm is 
likely to handle ^ture interventions 
around the worid. 

Undoubtedly, die most obvious 
choice was the effon to nuoimize U^. 
losses — a “zero-casualty** philosophy 
that is often cridcized in Europe as a 
sharp limitation on Washington's use of 
force. This time. U.S. officios insist, the 
ability to operate u low risk did not 
curtail the cost inflicted on Saddam 
Hussein. 

More Iraqi installatioiis, including 
weapons laboratories and mobile mis- 
sile bases near Baghdad, have been lost 
I^nnanently, Mr. Saddam’s assets are 
exposed to attack by missiles while be 
has almost no hope of bringing down an 
aircraft or capturing a U.S. pilot to profit 
on the propaganda front. 

More bro^y. U.S. and European 


government strategists say, allies and 
adversaries alike study unusual fea- 
tures of the Iraq operation because they 
seem rooted in tonger-tenn military 
thinking and politick dynamics in the 
United States. Any list, they said, would 
note feese points about the U.S. per- 
formance: 

• New confidence in die c^iatMlity of 
long-range, precision-guided missiles

to cripple an adversary from a distance. 

• Apparent comfort in acting umlat- 
erally, as long as U.S. blood is not shed. 
This willingness to go it alone seems to 
recast the role of die allies to do wifhmit 
their participation in die initial attack 
a^ inst^ emphasize dieir polidcal 
support afterward. 

• Open embrace of balance-of-power 
polidcs in tbe Gulf, empl^izing the 
protecUon of such U.S. interests as 
Saudi Arabia while minimizing legal 
technicalities — such as a United Na- 


doDS mandate — and giving low pri- 
ority to the fete of minorin^ — the 
Kurds, in this case, even feough they 
were the nominal reason for the in- 
tervention. 

* Tactics that exact maximum pun- 
ishment at the lowest cost, ignoring 
complaints that die force was misdir- 
ected or dispropc^onate. 

Some or this is opt new — cruise 
missiles were a major U.S. weapon in 
the Gulf War — and much of tte rest 
may not be univer^ For example, 
Washington will want to blend a co- 
alition in many conflicts, but the notion 
of coalition may be more flexible. 

While European leaders pointed to 
electoral nessiues on Piesideait BUI 
Clinton, Defense Secietaiy William 
Petty said dial Watiungton accepted the 
fact that ‘’domestic concems” had 
muted suppoA in some al^ed countries. 

The combination of technology and a 
willingness to act alone could point to a 
United States that is both tiKMe aloof in

The oigaoization's mission chief, 
Robert Rx>wick, said when the ban was 
inclosed tiut the situatioa would be 
monitored. But since tben, tiie otga- 
nizatioD has been unwilling or unable to 
st^ Bosnian Serbian officials who 
wield Mr. Karadzic as a campaign 
tool. 

The formal complaint was aimed 
paitiy at state-run Bosnian Serbian tde- 
viskm, which s^la^bes Mr. Karadzic’s 
visage across prime-time news reports, 
and at politicians who tout his rme at 
rallies.

Corsica — From die me- 
dieval city of Bonifacio, on limestone 
I ramparts above the translucent Medi- 
terranean, you can see the fraltan island 
of Sardinia just across a sttaiL 
Bonifacio is farther soudi than Rome, and 
nearly as many Ital^ tourists as Prmh roam 
the narrow cobbled lanes of the spectacularly 
situated old town, but Crasica has been part of 
Ranee to most of the past 2^ years.

Most 
hotels are somewhat rustic with a peraonal touch, 
and even the few Imnny resort hotels are small 
enou^ to have iixlividual character. Restaurants 
oEfer fresh local fish and fruity, Italian-style vdnes 
go well with CorsicaD goat cheese that can be so 
strong it aknost bleals. Highways are suUimely 
uncrowded, speqaciilar beaches nearly eni{ity. 

*'We owe du pristine state of most of our 
coastal regioiis to toe outlaws," said a smiling 
Nodle Vinceasiiu, a Cotrican woman who nev- 
eitoeless has wrak^ for decades to end violence 
rai the island.

Not to toe farntbearted, Crarica, if only be- 
cause of tbe narrow, rough roads and thousands 
of hairpin turns it takes to navigate torou^ the 
uicredible scenery. 

Hiking through tbe dtyme, lavender and s^e 
in tbe maqiiis, which provided abiding place to 
bandhs in medieval times and to Reristance 
fighters in World War n. is a popular spring and 
summer pastime.

The capital city is Aj^io to tbe Bench, but 
to toe natives ii'5 Aiacciu.

city, founded in 1492. lies in the shadou* of toe 
walled citadel the Gcnoan.s built lo dominate the 
harbor. The city itself is a sprawl of white and 
ochre five-and six-siory buildings with green 
shutters, closed t^nst the nooi^y sun. that 
bring Grooa to mind. 

A^ng the tourist attractions are the four- 
story Maison Bonaparte, on toe rue Saint- 
Charto, where Napoleon was bom on Aug. IS. 
1769, and the ISth-cenmiy cathedral nearby 
where he was baptized. T^ Fesch Museum, 
wito a fine collection of Italian primitive paint- 
ings bought after the Ftench R^’olution by Car- 
diff Fe^. Napoleon's uncle, is not far away. 

If you dkin ' t come to Corsica for museums . go 
down to the harbor to one of toe many excursion 
boats and buy a ticket for the Sanguinary Islands, 
at the western tip of the spit of land on which the 
city is built tickets cost 120 frmes (about S2S) 
for adults, half-fare for children up to 10. 

Nobody should miss toe coastal drive from 
Ajaccio to Les Calanche, a natural outoropping 
of weathered red granite wito preeijntous drops 
of up to 3,000 feet to sea level. Tbe road finom 
Ajaccio is marked "Calvi par la Cote.'* coast 
rraul to Caivi, and Les C^alanche begin only 50 
nules from Ajaccio. 

But what a SO miles. I made the mistake of 
taking the road on a Sunday morning on toe way 
- to an appointment in C!!alenzaiia, anotoer SO or so 
miles Qorto of Les Calanche. There was no 
traffic, but toe route is so narrow and twisting 
that it took a good two hours to reach Piana. a 
memorably pretty mountain village of white 
bouses dominated by the campanile of an I8ih- 
ceotury church, all overiookmg the blue Gulf of 
Porto far below. 

I still had another SO miles to go, so 1 careened 
through Les Calanche, with hundreds of of 
void plunging down to the vrater on my left and 
bizarrely sculpted pink boulders to my right, 
honidng before curves so sh^ rally one car at a 
time coirid negotiate them and thanking Cod my 
nervous wife wasn't with me.

HE return trip to Ajaccio was an easier 
drive, skirting the fortress citadel of Caivi 
and then toe northern coast, throu^ the 
wine country of Patrimonio, which {mxhices 
excellent reds and whites found on most menus 
throughout the island, and then twisting and 
turning stiai^t across Corsica's mounuun back- 
bone tlvough the Vizzavona Pass. 

The Islam’s narrow-gauge nulroad line from 
Bastia K> Ajaccio follows much of toe same route, 
and the trmis offer a much ixxire relaxed way to 
qipredate tbe countryside than driving. 

On a return visit, the destination for my wife, 
Heidi, and me was Bonifacio, a good two and a 
half hours' drive south of Ajaccio. 

Tbe bottleneck baibra’. a mile-long paiksage 
through tlK limestone clifis. is smd to be whm 
Ulysses’ fleet was bombarded by the Laestrygo- 
nians. Today iiisarefu^toyachisfromsdlover 
toe world, and at night toe sidewalk restaurants 
lilting toe quay beneath the illuminated ramparts 
give It toe feeling of a Greek island resort. 

We boaided one of the little sightseeing boats 
for an excursion to toe Straits of Bonifacio as the 
sun was srating. The limestone cliffs were the 
golden color of rich cream over the blue waters, 
wito the stucco bouses we h^ just visited look- 
ine^miniatuiized high above us. 

^We sailed past a huge limestone block slurped 
like a rudder, near the very southern extremity of 
toe island. Legend has it that if the block ever 
plunged into tbe sea. Corsica would become 
ungovernable. Perhaps it already is, but the 
island’s proud, wild spirit is part of what makes 
it so unforgett^Iy beautiful.

The 
water was wanm insects sldttered 
across its sinfece. 1 plunged the mt^ 
nAe of my water purifying prunp 
throu^ a sheen of seen algae and 
replenished my jugs.

bold the remainder of my trip wiA just 
soeb oases.) 

The six-mile hike this day sliced 
deeper into tbe fold, where Ae 
formations were growing even roore 
dramatic. Since sandstone is porous and 
fragile, the action of rain ara flowing 
water creates wonderful shapes: cliff 
faces Swiss-cheesed wiA holes, rock 
domes, chimneys, hoodoos, arches. 

Also, the rock is streaked wiA colors 
of ocher, green, light blue and rust fr^ 
dissolving minentis. Australing the 
Navajo's name for Capitol Reef, the 
Land of the Sleeping Rainbow. The red- 
rodt cliffs Aong my route Ais day were 
as high as 800 feet above me. stippled 
wiA the yellow of flowering ctilifrose or 
^en of juniper clinging airily to 

my second day's camp before 
noon, choosing it s^nApitcnisly b>’ 
following a pAr of ebukars Aat I'd seen 
through my binoc Aars. These quail-like 
birds had cUfflbed a steep hill, out of 
Lower MAey Twist whw it veered 
sharply east and spilled into Grand 
Gul&. The hill was the first of several, 
taking me onto Ae Waterpo^ Fold 
itself, a few hundred feet above the 
desert floor. 

Once Aere. I could see a dozen miles 
norA and souA along Grand Gulch. 1 
pitched my tern on solid rock here, 
affording myself a room wiA a 360- 


degree view. This camp turned out to be 
so much the catbird seat Aat I stayed 
two nights. I bird waiched, exploit 
side canyons, scrambled around on 
slick rock, lay on my belly 10 inspect 
s&unge, lumpy. U'ving mats of ciypto- 
biotic soil and napped m the shade of a 
juniper when Ae anernoou heat grew. 

The bird watching was outstanding: 
often I looked down on my quany. 1 saw 
asb-tiuooted flycaicbera, W^tem Idi^- 
birds, black-throated gray warblers. 
Audubon waAIers, black-chinned gsor- 
rows, larit sparrows, canron wrens, 
black-chinned bummingbir^ and a pair 
ofmeriios. 

Wildflowers were blooming m {xo- 
fusion because of Ae wet A^; fish- 
hook, prickly pear and claret cup cac- 
tuses, sunray. scarlet bugler, globe- 
mallow, woolly locoweed, rimrock dai^ 
and white evening primrose. As the name 
suggests, the floors of white evening 
primrose open at mght to noctumal pol- 
linators sikA as moAs. 1 had not noticed 
the flowers the first day at this spot, but 
when 1 arose at dawn Ae next morning 
they surrounded my camp. 


I WAS hiking in the early evenin 
when ! got cmight in a cloucUnirat, 
was soaked in ^ time it took to pull 
my rainsbell out of my fanny pack. 

As I turned back for camp, the ti^t- 
oing started. 1 must have been watching 


Ae sky because T did not see Ae snake 
on Ae paA until I almost stepped on it. It 
was coiled, shaking its tail. 

Capitol Reef. I knew from reading, 
was home to only one kind orpoteonous 
snake: the rare western midget faded 
rattlesnake. 

This snake, which looked to be about 
two feet long, was dun-colored wiA 
daricer diamond-shaped blotches and 
had a slightly triangular head like a pit 
viper. But when it shook its tail, there 
was no sound. 

It was a gopher snake, a common 
nonpoisonous snake sometimes mis- 
taken for a rattler becau.se of its coloring 
and behavior. 

I sidestepped it and hustled back to 
camp, lighming trickling in the sky like 
a laser show. 

The last I broke camp and began my 
nine-mile hike out of Grand Gulch to 
the car. Not far down the trail 1 suiprised 
a coyote about SO yards aheral. It had 
paused, ears pricked to my footfalls. 

But when it saw me, Ae coyote high- 
tailed it in Ae opposite Arection. dis- 
appearing down into a wash. 1 waii^ for 
it to reappear on the far bank. Instead, 
Ae coyote stayed down in the wash out 
of my sight to make its escape.

O’HOK, Iraq A leader of tfae Kurdish faction 
back^ by Saddam Hussein insists that the alliance 
was just a tactical and temporary partnership of the 
kind that have sustamed the beleaguered 
Kurds for centuries.

Id northern Iraq. Iraq and the Kurdistan Democratic 
Pai^ have accused Iran of sending troops into 
nortiiem Iraq to help Mr. T^abani’s par^. Mr. 
Talabani said his group had '‘unfoituosuely not" 
received support from Iran.] 

For bis pa^ Mr. Ahmad of the Kurdistan Demo- 
cratic said: “We don't have any alliance witii 
the regime. It is just a temporary arran^ment 

There is no fonnal agreement between us and die 
govemmenL We made an appeal and die Iraqi 
government responded.'’ 

Mr. Ahmad. 42, is a senior member of the 
Kuntistan Democratic Party’s 32-niember central 
committee. He has been regional governor of 
D’hok since 1991, when the United States and its 
allies made the province part ofa protected zone for 
Kurds in northern Luq.

Netanyahu Promises

JERUSALEM — Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu weathered criti- 
cism at a Likud party congress on 
Thursday over his landmark meeting 
with Yasser Arafat. 

But he vowed to take a hard line in 
peace talks with the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, which his party had re- 
fill to recognize until his meeting with 
Mr. Arafat, to E*L0 cluumuui, on w^- 
nesday. 

After Mr. Netanyahu threatened to 
fire ministers who did not toe his line on 
pe^ moves. Infrastructure Minister 
Ariel Sharon and Science Minister 
Binyamin Begin, the most hawkish 
members of his cabinet, made clear they 
had no fear of being dismissed 

Mr. Netanyahu began his speech with 
a broadside at former Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres, whom he defeat^ in ^ 
May elections. In the speech, he rejected 
the FLO'S goal of a Palestinian state and 
hailed Jewish settlement of the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

“You can dream every night" and 
“you will still wake up eve^ morning 
and see; There is no raestinian state, 
there is no Palestinian state, there is not 
and there will not be a Palestinian state," 
he said to af^Iause. 

“And Jewi^ settlement in Judea and 
Samaria will live, will thrive, will exist 
forever.' ' he added, referring to die West 
Bank. Palesiinians say the settlement 
must Slop. 


Zulu Leader 
Urges Panel to 
Probe Killings

CAPE TOWN — The Zulu leader. 
Chief Mangosuthu Buthelezi. demanded 
Thursday that South Afiica's Troth and 
Reconciliation Cortunission investigate 
the killings of 420 leaders of his Inkatha 
Freedom Party and hundreds of rank- 
and-file party members. 

Presenting a thick dossier of evidence 
to the commission, which is investi- 
gating ^qiartbeid’s human rights abuses. 
Chief Butheleri declared that he did not 
believe the hearings would reveal the 
troth nor bring about reconciliation. 

"As we look around this room,” 
Chief Buthelezi told the commission, 
“we do not see many friends." 

The Inkatha Free^m Party believes 
the investigative body is being used by 
the governing African National Cm- 
gress to target its political opponents and 
cover up human rights abases commit- 
ted by its own members between 1960 
and 1993, the period under investiga- 
tion. 

Chief Buthelezi declared that the 
commission owed it to the South African 
public to uncover the troth about the 
killings of Inkatha supporters. 

“Nowhere else in tte world could 
killing on such a large scale go un- 
challenged and unexpliuned." he said. 

Fierce feuding between Inkatha and 
.African Naticxial Congress supporters in 
Chief Buthclezi's power base, Kwa- 
Zulu-Natal Province, resulted in the 
deaths of nearly 20.000 people in tfae 
past decade, with each side claiming to 
be a victim of the other's aggression. 

Chief Buthelezi said that Inkatha had 
never sanctioned the use of violence, but 
he apologized, for any hurt he had 
caused the .ANC leadership. 

“Because we are human beuigs,” he 
smd, “and therefore sinners, we sh^l 
still hurt each other even tomorrow." 


In answer to a heckler from the audi- 
ence, Mr. Netanyahu said: “Yes. yes. 
Also in the Gaza Strip, in Gush Kalif. 
certainly." 

Gush Katif is the name of a block of 
Jewish settlements in the Gaza Strip, tiie 
rest of which has been handed over to 
Palestinian rule under interim peace 
deals made by the previous governmenL 
Mr. Netanyahu aAled that he had ex- 
{xessed his commitment to settlement in 
the meeting with Mr. Arafat. 

“Whoever comes with complaints 
now didn't have to join the coalition and 
didn't have to join the government,’ ’ he 
said, adding. “There is only one prime 
minister." 

Earlier, in an interview with Israel 
televisicKU asked if he would <fismiss 
ministers who did not fall into line with 
his policy, Mr. Netanyahu had said, “If 
ne c essary, yes." 

Mr. Sharon. long a chanmion of Jew- 
ish settlement and who smd Wednesday 
that the Arafat meeting was a misteke, 
was not cowed by tbe threat maldns a 
veiled one of his own. 

“It is possible to replace a minister." 
he said, and added Aat “governments 
can also be replaced.”

France Is Pricing Itself Too High

^ Central Bureau of Investigarion. “We’ve in- 
famed Mr. Ram that he should before the 
Cem^ Bureau of lovesrigarion for quesrioning on 
SepL 10.” 

Mr. Ram is currently in London seddng treatment 
foraheart condition. 

But after about $1 millira in cash was recently 
discovered- in Mr. Ram’s residence, leftist parties 
wi thin India’s 13-party United front coalition gov- 
ernment sosmed unvoUing to wait for riie inves- 
rigarii^ agency to file fbnnal charges against Mr. 
Ram, a process that officers at the investigarion 
bureau say could six tnnnthg. 

Leftist p^es are seeking an imTpfdipr^ review of 
the entire $26 Ullion {aivaazarioo program managed 
by die former minister, a step that analysts say wc^d 
seriously damage telecommunicarions privarizarion, 
die centeipiece of India’s overall privarizarion eftbiT. 

As die investigarion gainst Mb'. Ram continues, 
questions have arisen over what ties be might have to 
Hhnadxal nituristic Communicatitxis, a medium- 
sized manufacturer of telecommunications equip- 
ment based in Mr. Ram’s home state of Himachri 
Pradesh and a controversia] participant in the 1995 
telecommunications fuivatization process. 

is July 1995 Himachal sui|»ised analysts by bid- 
ding more than $9 billion fa 10 of the telwom- 
munications zoies being opened to private apex- 
ators. 

At the rime. Himachal's stock market capital- 


izarioQ was roughly $90 million, and its 1995 net 
profit was slightly over $6 million. Given its modest 
size, most an^^'sts were doubtfiil Hat Himachal and 
its two foreign partners could raise the S9 billion it 
needed to cairy oat hs ambitious bids. 

As Hi marhaf g shar e price plunged amid investor 
skeptici^ Mr. Ram. then the minister of cem- 
municatiuis, surprised the industry by announcing 
that successful bidders would be restricted to op- 
eraring three zones. Analysts said the surprise an- 
nouncement by the minister had saved Himachal 
from a financi^ cooimitment that could have pro\'en 
ruinous to Ae company. 

“If Himachal had to pay what it bid, the roinpany's 
entire balance sheet would have been wiped out,” 
said Jyotsna Subrumanium, an analyst with Union 
Bank of Switzeiiand in Bombay. 

Industry rivals also say net sales at Himachal Fu- 
nirisrics jumped 307 percent from 1994 to 1995. the 
period during which India’s Department of Telecom- 
munications was under Mr. Ram’s direct control. 

“In the past couple of yeara, we were not as suc- 
cess^ as Himachal in getting contracts from the 
Department of Tetecomrainiications,” said Hemani 
Adiaya, r^onal manager for Tata Telecom, a tele- 
communications equipment manufacturer. “1 don't 
think it was a veiy transparenr regime under Sukh 
Ram.” 

A review of contracts awarded under Mr. Ram's 
tenure could fsove to be a politically astute mow fa 
Rime Minister HB. Deve Gowda, who is trying to 
distance himself from the increasingly scandal-taint- 
ed administration of former Prime Minister P.V. 
Narasimha Rao, but a review inight also lengthen a 
telecommunications privatization process that ana- 
lysts say is already bogging down. Many banks have 
become wary of financing telecommunications pro- 
jects b^use the overwl^Iining majority of In^an 
households use their telephones mainly fa local 
calls, which yield only me^er profits. 

“The bids were too high on the projeaions these 
private telecom operators made.” said Ms. Sub- 
nunanium of Union Bank of Switzerland.

Baseball’s Labor Pact Is Delayed

ANAHEIM, C^alifomia — The 
timetable by which baseball's team 
owners and major league players 
could complete a lEfoor settlement was 
pushed back again Wednesday by tiie 
owners' internal politics. 

The acting commissioner. Bud Se- 
Ug. postponed the owners* meeting 
foat bad been scheduled for next week 
in Semile and made plans fer the 
Executive Council to get togefoer 
next Wednesday, probably in Chica- 
go. 

Sources close to the situation said 
tire Executive Council likely will de- 
cide whether to aufoorize manage- 
ment’s negotiator, Randy Levine, to 
apply foe finishing touches to foe deal 
he fashioned wifo flayers’ Associ- 
ation chief, Donald Fehr, during three 
days of whiriwind bargaining Aug. 9- 
1 1 . Levine plans to resign as the own- 
ers' negotiator if he doesn’t receive 
that authorizaticxi soon, sources said. 

Levine and Fehr had hoped to com- 
plete an agreement in time to have the 
owners vote mi it at their three-day 


quarterly meeting in Seattle, which 
had been scheduled to togin on Tues- 
day. llie foil ovmership meeting can 
be rescheduled on three days’ notice. 

Levine and Fehr had planned to 
meet Thursday in Baltimore, tot that 
session probably won’t take place. 
Even if it does, Levine cannot move 
forward until after tire council meet- 
ing. 

A faction of hard-line owners has 
objected to Levine's plan to grant the 
umon's demand that the players be 
credited, as pan of any settlemenL 
wifo the 75 days of in-season service 
time they lost while they were on 
strike in 1994 and ‘95. 

The labor policy committee also 
proposed a modification to the ar- 
rangemeoL negotiated ^ Levine, by 
which the union would have an option 
for a second strai^t season at foe end 
of tire agreement — in 2()01 — with- 
out a tax on the teams’ playerpayrolls 
being in effect. 

Any agreement would have to be 
approved by 2 1 of the 28 owners, but 
Selig apparently has secured at least 
that many votes for Levine's pro- 
posed set^ment.

He 
sj^nt the next 14 years in the City cf 
Ugfu as everybody’s "favorite Amer- 
ican in Paris,” hobnobbing with the 
rich and famous and reporting on the 
folkways and foibles of the Interna- 
tional Set. This is part one of a two-part 
excerpt frxm 'Til Always Have ParisI 
A Memoir,” published by G.P. Put- 
nam’s Sons.

I N the spring of 1948, 1 lutchhited to 
New York from California and 
boi^t a one-way ticket on die **Mar- 
ineTiunper,'’ a rus^, battered Worid 
War H troopship. At the dockside I bid 
£areweU to my fotber and sisteis, prom- 
ising them that when 1 zetumed fom 
Fra^, I would be the most in^xxtant 
writer in our counizy, or its emuvalfflL 
Almost anybody woulo become 
anybody came tq Paris in the Fifties. 
One student at the dme was Robert 
Retf ofxL I ^dn't know about diis until 
he told me his story when he was mak- 
ing ‘*AU the President's Men." 

"1 had been a very Itmely art student 
in Paris. One day, ' be told me. "1 
found the fiar TAbbaye, a tiny place 
around the corner from Saiat-Gennain- 
des-Pres where two American folk 
singers, Lee Payant and Gordon Heath, 
entertained. A^r several evenings, 
Lee and Gordon invited me backstage, 
and every night after that betw^ 
shows 1 spent time with them. Then 1 
went home and started working in 
movies. 1 didn't c<mie back for seven 
years. I dreamed of returning to the Bar 
I'Abbaye. I walked in around 10 
o'clock and sat there with a grin on my 
face. 1 waved, Gordon nodded at 
me. I finally said. ‘Hey, Gordon, Lee, 
don't you imow who I am?* 

" 'Sure.* Gordon said, 'you're the 
actor Robert Redford.’ didn't 
know who I was!" 

The French cafe became my home 
away from home. There was no time 
1 imit on how long ooe could sit at a cafe 
table. Most of us started with whim 
wine and asked for a bode of soda 
water. As the drink got weaker, we kept 


pouring more soda into the glass until it 
Was nothing but bubbly water. 

Choosing a cafe was like choosing a 
home. You knew that you would be 
returning again and again as long as 
you reinained in Paris. Your social life 
revoived around the cafe of your 
choice. You left messages with the 
bartender, you began a love affoir or 
ended one over a drink. Hours were 
spent rating poets and writers and 
speaking with cmitempt about any new 
writer who bad become a success. 

B^c»e I go any farther, I will warn 
the reader that, while I have already 
done some iiame*dropping here, there 
will be a great deal more. I am not 
copping a plea. The names bel<xig to 
people with whom I hung out and ate 
lunriies and dinoeT and wrote about in 
Paris. Some were not famous at the 
time bnt became famous afterward. I 
was an American columnist based in 
Palis, writing a people-oriented 
column for an English-lao^^ news- 
p^)er. Tberefore, my proressional and 
soda! life and, to some extent, my 
family life were all taken up with the 
edeWties of the times. 

I received quite a bit of mail when I 
was at the Herald Tribune. One d^, a 
letter came fttrni a young man in Fml- 
adelphia named Hsvey Brodsky. His 
story was that be was in love with a girl 
named Gloria Segal. She had ihimped 
him, and Harvey wanted something dra- 
matic to get her back. Harvey wrote that 
Glraia was Picasso's biggest fan, and he 
knew if he could get the artist’s auto- 
graph, Gloria would be his forever. 

I printed Harvey's letter as an ex- 
ample of how ridiculous my mail could 
geL The day the column appeared, 
David Duncan, tiie Life m^azioe pho- 
tographer, was in Venice «ntb Picasso. 
David reiiri the column to him. wto, 
instead of laughing, was mov^ and 
took a coloted pen^ and drew a bmi- 
quet of flowers. At the top. he wrote 
'^Pour Gloria Segal." 

Duncan had never seen Picasso do 
anything like and he called me in 
Paris and said excitedly, '*1 got it — 1 
got adrawing for Gloria Se^L" 

I responded. "What about me?" 

David went back to Picasso and said 
tiiat I had complained that 1 didn't get a 
drawing. Picasso looked ax my picture

in the newspaper and did a drawing of 
the two of us having a drink toget^. 
He signed it "Pour Art Buchwald.’* 

I have the picture, with the column co 
die back, in my study. In case you're 
wondering abwt what happen^ to 
Gloria and tbrvey — nod:^ much. 
When the drawing was deliver^ to her 
by an AP repof^, all Gloria said was, 
"Harv^ and t will always remain good 
fiiends." 

One of my nine lives took place 1^ 
in tile evenix^, when I made the roimds 
of Che nightclubs. 

The b^ show was the Lido. 1 had the 
honor of taking Elvis Presley there. He 
was wearing his U.S. Army unifonn 


and was on leave from Germany. Ihad 
interviewed him for the paper ^ then 
invited Imn ms on the town. 

After the performance. I took him 
backstage to the dressing room of the 
BluebeU gzris. ndto went outs. They 
were all over him. vying to have the 
singer take them bai^ to the hotel, 
though txme of them got lucl^. I was 
hoping chk his rejects might me to 
take them home, but whatBverallractioD 
held for women. 1 didn't Id those 
days, Elvis was a shy. modest man and 
tile Army treated him with kid gloves. 

I have been rarely been able to get a 
rise out of my duhhen etmeenung the 
people I met m Europe, but a hash foils 


over the room when.I talk about my 
evening witii Elvis. When I finally cut 
bade onxdgtitclul^ 1 added more res- 
taurants to my columxu and the reaction 
was imniediaie. Bveiyoite picked up m 
a tip in my column. I titerally made 
French esiabUsbmems by plugging 
tihem. 

One of my. fovorite discoveries dut^ 
ing tiiose iabedible years was a run- 
dovm bistro in tiie Bastille area called 
Chez I’Ann Louis. A reader recom- 
mended it to me, and even witii my lack 
of training in good food, I knew I had 
hit upon one of the most wondrous 
iesfouraDis in &utipe. 

1 wrote an ecstatic article on the 
restaurant,' wbi^ sent Americans there 
in large numbers, much GO the disgust of 
those vriio’d known dToot it before- 
hand. The regular patrons hated me fbr 
revealing tiiw secret. 

A few days before the article ap- 
peared, I receiv^ a call from Danyl 
Zanuck. "Give me the name of a res- 
taurant Americans haven't beard of.’ ’ 

I told him, '‘Chez I’Ami Louis." 

liie next Sunday evening, I showed 
up. and at every table was a movie star 
wxD TWeotieth Ceaotury-FOx. 

"Miat are you doing here?” Daiuiy 
Kaye asked me. 

"I discovered it," I said defens- 
ively. 

“Bun," he said. "Danyl ZanudL 
ftxmd this pla^ and he made us swear 
teat we would never tell anyone 
rise." 

Zanuck and I were later partners in a 
Qiin^ restaurant tiiat 1 hefoed my 
cook, Trien, open on the Rue Francois 
ler. 


To buy the k^ money for the lease 
aChir 


and get Qnnaiown restauram fomisbed 
and ready for business, I budgeted 
^,000. It cost SSOjOOO. I raised tbe 
money among my friends — Irwin 
Shaw, Anatole Lmralc, Zanuck. John 
Huston and others. 

My iotention was lo pay oft die in- 
vestms and then talk thm into g^vii^ 
tiie restaurant to Tsien. It wasn’t ea^. 
While most of tbe paimm were mil- 
lionaires. they treated their investment 
as if it was a Genmal Motors gilt-edge 
bond. We woe P^yi^ off at S40 a 
month to each person. This did not stop 
Danyl Zanuck’s aide-de-camp from 


calling me raontiily to find out why the 
check was late. 

'The headaches from the restaurant 
were endless. Once Zanuck, with his 
guifriend of tiie moment, couldn’t geta 
table when he walked in. He was so 
hiimiKgt fri he call«! itte home tint 
night to complain about his treatment, 
and to infonn me he would never go 1 
thoe^gain. 

Mike Todd, the producer of 
"Around tbe Worid in 80 Days," took 
over tiie restaurant, afflinst my wiriies. 
to give a pai^ for his tUm. We couldn’t 
it,'but Todd insisted and ran up a 
tab of ^000. At 2 in tiie moming, 
jvQke and Qizabeth Taylor were saying 
goodbye. Tsien was standing there with 
die bill hfrlte cold him. "Bring It 
around ll o’clock tomorrow morning 
to tiie Meurioe HoteL" 

As Elizabetfa kissed me on the cheek, 
she whi^med, ’ 'We're leaving at 7.' ' 

After they had gone, I grabbed the 
bill and went to tbe MdiriGe. where I 
dozed in a chair in the lobl^ until 6 in 
the morning and then went upstairs to 
Mike’s suite. When he opened die door, 

\ s aid, holdin g iha hill up. "I just came 
to say goodbye.*' 

All Afike could s:^, as be counted 
oat tiie ftencs, was, "Sonof alntch." 

I really Iw^ ming ling with the very 
rich. 

Vfliat contributed to tiie feeling that 
my life was slightly unbelievable was 
tbm most of the celebrities who visit^ 
Paris oftra appeared uncomfoitttiile in 
such iwifeHiifiar suTToundiogs — and 1 
was one of tiie fow people with whran 
tiii^ could foel any Idn^p. 1 was an 
American, I spoke their language, and I 
wasn’t aftn gossip or scandal. 

Someone would emne to Paris — 
Lucille Ball, say — and she would send 
Milton Bede, who would send Mike 
Todd and Joan Blondell, eic. The vis

itors weren’t just show-business per- 
sonalities. foit CS^s of America's 


largest corporations, senators and cmi- 
gressmeo, governors, novelists, ptiles- 
sicMial tennis players.
